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NATIONAL  CONFERENCE  ON  CITIZENSHIP 

Four  young  people  were  selected  as  our  representatives  to  attend  the 
eleventh  National  Conference  on  Citizenship,  September  17-19.  They  were 
Miss  Pat  Coppersmith,  Route  3,  Maryville,  Mo, , Arthur  E.  Blomberg,  West 
Rupert,  Vt.,  Melanie  Matthews,  Raymond,  Miss.,  and  Roland  Roberts,  Maple  Shade 
Rond,  Middldton,^  nn.  Miss  Aubry  Scott,  Associate  4-H  Club  Specialist 
of  Tennessee  was  the  adult  advisor. 

Theme  of  the  conference  was  ’’The  Voting  Citizen".  National  youth  winners 
gave  their  talks  on  ’’I  Speak  for  Democracy."  Delegates  alse  participated 
in  workshops  on  related  topics.  Climax  was  naturalization  proceedings  for 
a group  of  persons  from  other  countries  becoming  United  States  citizens.

A SITUATION  WELL  HANDLED

4-H  AT  EASTERN  STATES  EXPOSITION 

All  States  Day  has  become  an  important  feature  of  the  4-H  program  at  the 
Eastern  States  Exposition.  The  six  New  England  States  join  together  in  a 
series  of  activities.  The  program  opens  each  year  with  a parade  through  the 
grounds  with  more  than  2,000  members  and  leaders  participating.  There  was  a 
4-H  pioneer  reunion  for  all  the  4-H  Club  members  who  were  delegates  to  the 
1931  Exposition.  These  members  of  25  years  ago  enjoyed  meeting  old  friends 
and  observing  the  progress  of  club  work.  There  were  the  usual  high  quality 
booth  exhibits,  educational  demonstrations  in  the  Roundup  Center,  as  well  as 
competitive  exhibits  of  livestock  and  dairy  cattle.  It  was  the  4-H  show  win- 
dow for  New  England  and  thousands  of  people  gained  a new  appreciation  of 
4-H  Club  work. 

STUDY  OF  INTERESTS  OF  BOYS  AND  GIRLS

Many  of  you  have  already  taken  time  to  write  Joe  Tonkin 
about  your  reaction  to  the  idea  of  kits  being  available  and  also  your  sugges- 
tions for  future  needs.

We  are  expecting  that  the  kit  will  be  available  for  repeated  orders.  The  silk 
screen  processor  will  make  another  run  as  soon  as  enough  orders  come  in  to 
justify.it. 


IDEAS  IN  ACTION  - SOME  OF  THE  THINGS  BEING  DONE  IN  THE  STATES 
NEW  4-H  BUILDINGS : 

Georgia  - 4-H  Center 

4-H  delegates,  extension  workers  and  friends  attending  the  recent  State  4-H 
Club  Congress  at  Atlanta  were  delighted  to  hear  that  the  4-H  Center  at  Rock 
Eagle  is  fulfilling  its  purpose.  Approximately  26,000  people  took  advantage 
of  the  educational  facilities  this  year.  They  represented  39  States  and  17 
foreign  countries.  Of  this  total,  10,000  were  4-H’ers* 
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MISSISSIPPI  - Expanded  Facilities  at  the  Flora  Parrish  4-H  Center  for 
Negro  Boys  and  Girls 

Groundbreaking  for  a new  recreation  hall  took  place  in  late  August.  The  new 
building  is  to  be  named  the  Cypress  Recreation  Hall,  in  memory  of  the  late 
George  C.  Cypress,  who  was  Negro  4-H  Boys ' Club  Agent  in  Mississippi  from 
1922  until  his  death  in  1955.  It  will  be  a general  assembly  place  for  the 
several  thousand  campers  who  use  the  center  during  the  summer  months. 

NEW  "MEXICO  - Dedication  of  New  4-H  Building 

Dr.  Roger  B.  Corbett,  president  of  New  Mexico  A.  and  M.  College,  made  the 
principal  speech  at  the  dedication  of  the  new  Bernalillo  County  4-H  Club 
building  at  Albuquerque.  The  building,  first  of  its  kind  in  New  Mexico,  will 
be  used  for  county-wide  4-H  activities  as  a training  center  for  local  Club 
leaders  and  for  other  youth  meetings.  Its  facilities  include  an  auditorium 
which  will  seat  more  than  500  people,  a stage  and  dressing  rooms,  a demon- 
stration kitchen,  and  small  meeting  rooms. 

OHIO  - All-Ohio  Youth  Center 

The  Youth  Center  at  the  Ohio  State  fairgrounds  meets  a need  for  4-H  and  for 
other  programs  on  a year-round  basis.  The  Center  was  financed  by  State 
funds.  It  contains  dormitory  facilities,  auditorium,  stage,  and  exhibit 
space.  A.  B.  Graham's  portrait  hangs  in  a prominent  place  in  the  new  building. 

EVENTS  FOR  LEADERS  AND  MEMBERS: 

ARIZONA  - Demonstration  at  Leadership  Camp  of  an  Effective  Rally  Day 

An  "Electric  Project  Merry-Go-Round"  was  used  to  demonstrate  to  leaders  an 
interesting  technique  for  conducting  rally  or  achievement  days.  The  group 
was  divided  into  six  sub-groups  and,  on  a rotation  basis,  visited  demonstra- 
tions being  given  by  4-H  teams  and  individuals,  junior  leaders,  friends  from 
industry,  and  Extension  workers. 

The  local  leaders  later  discussed  how  a similar  technique  could  be  used  back 
home  to  show  4-H  activities  to  parents  and  community  supporters. 

INDIANA  - District  Rural  Youth  Training  Schools 

A series  of  ten  special  workshops  are  planned  to  help  train  newly-elected 
county  officers  of  rural  youth  groups.  The  series  covers  the  late  September 
through  October  period. 

IOWA  - Two  Sessions  of  State  Leadership  Camp 

! 

Two  sessions  of  the  State  Leadership  Camp,  each  of  a week  s duration,  were 
held.  Delegates  were  from  4-H  Clubs  and  from  the  Iowa  Farm  Bureau  Federation. 
The  camps  were  intended  to  help  boys  and  girls  improve  their  leadership  abili- 
ty and  to  give  them  confidence  in  serving  their  communities. 
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KANSAS  - Continuation  Connittee  at  Junior  Leadership  Canp 

Club  nenbers  attending  the  11th  annual  State  4-H  Junior  Leadership  Canp 
elected  four  4-H  nenbers  to  a continuation  committee.  They  will  assist 
nenbers  of  the  State  4-H  staff  in  planning  for  the  1957  canp. 

TEXAS  - Junior  Leadership  Training  Laboratory 

This  has  been  the  fifth  year  in  which  the  laboratory  has  been  centered  around 
an  enphasis  on  hunan  relations  and  developnent.  This  is,  also,  the  progran 
phase  which  Texas  has  selected  for  their  pilot  citizenship  work  through  the 
National  Study0 

WEST  VIRGINIA  - Interesting  thenes 

"Batter  Up.'"  was  thene  for  the  Boys'  State  4-H  Camp  and  "Beckoning  Mountains" 
for  the  Girls'  State  4-H  Canp.  In  each  case,  the  thene  selection  was  made 
by  a committee  of  4-H  boys  or  girls  who  net  with  the  4-H  Club  staff  to  plan 
the  respective  camps. 

Boys'  Canp  was  dedicated  to  "Tubby"  Boggs,  former  State  Club  Leader,, 


STAFF  DEVELOPMENT: 

MINNESOTA  - 4-H  Hone  Economics  Training  for  Agents 

Each  year,  one  4-H  project  is  emphasized  in  training  for  women  extension 
agents  at  their  district  meetings.  This  year's  training  will  be  in  house  fur- 
nishings and  will  be  given  by  Mrs.  Myra  Zabel,  extension  specialist.  The 
training  is  given  at  a series  of  six  two-day  meetings. 

MINNESOTA  - Extension  Youth  Committee 

The  State  Extension  Youth  Committee  held  its  second  meeting  in  July,  with 
Frank  Forbes  as  temporary  chairman.  The  committee,  which  includes  county 
extension  staff  workers  as  well  as  State  staff  members,  has  its  purpose  the 
study  of  the  total  youth  program,  with  recommendations  for  developing  an  en- 
hanced extension  program.  Cha  Lang  gave  assistance  to  the  committee  at  its 
meeting. 

WASHINGTON  - Training  for  New  Agents 

After  experience  in  a training  county,  new  agents  will  come  to  the  State 
office  for  a training  conference  in  November.  State  4-H  staff  members  are 
now  preparing  to  make  effective  use  of  the  period  to  be  directed  to  philosophy 
and  methods  for  Extension  youth  programs. 
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FARM  AND  HOME  DEVELOPMENT: 

MISSISSIPPI  - Good  Illustration 

A good  example  of  the  role  of  4-H  in  farm  and  home  development  is  seen  in  a 
Mississippi  report  "Influence  of  Balanced  Farm  and  Home  Program  on  a Farm 
Family  in  Winston  County,  Mississippi."  This  is  a story  of  how  one  family 
with  4-H  members  made  real  progress  in  planning  and  executing  annual  and 
long-time  plans.

KENTUCKY  - Stepped-up  Fund  Raising  Program 

The  youth  staff  has  announced  fund  raising  plans  to  work  toward  their  allot- 
ment for  the  National  4-H  Center, 

LOUISIANA 

Following  the  recent  announcement  of  the  $490,000  Ford  Foundation  grant  for 
the  National  4-H  Center,  Louisiana  leaders  planned  a special  campaign  with 
bankers  of  the  State.

GENERAL  INTEREST: 

CONNECTICUT  - Tractor  Driving 

A new  stake  for  use  in  4-H  tractor  operators  contests  has  been  developed. 

It  is  designed  for  convenience  in  transportation  and  storage,  sufficient 
weight  to  stand  up  in  the  wind  and  on  uneven  ground,  and  strong  enough  so  it 
will  not  break  when  hit.  Connecticut  would  be  willing  to  share  information 
about  the  stake  to  anyone  interested. 

OHIO  - Delegates  Study  State  Legislature 

4-H  members  attending  the  39th  annual  Ohio  4-H  Club  Congress  spent  a day  in  a 
mock  session  at  the  legislature  at  the  State  Capitol  in  Columbus.  Delegates 
assumed  the  roles  of  their  own  county  representatives. 

OREGON  - Marketing  Tour 

A 4-H  livestock  marketing  tour  on  September  5 included  State  Fair  exhibitors 
and  other  Club  members.  Oregon  Farm  Bureau  Federation  cooperated  by  trucking 
State  Fair  animals  from  Salem  to  North  Portland.  Club  members  watched  while 
their  animals  were  sorted,  weighed  and  delivered  to  buyers  by  commission 
agents.  The  president  of  the  stockyards  company  and  the  secretary  of  the 
local  livestock  exchange  explained  marketing  procedures  to  the  group.  Tours 
during  the  balance  of  the  day  gave  members  a chance  to  gain  information  on 
distribution  of  meat  products,  brand  inspection  and  market:' reporting.
